Probable End of an Interesting History. 

The records ofthe Executive Departments 
at Washingtoti’ enibrace many dn interesting 
public history, contained in the. statements of 
fact... connected with the private claims of 
our citizens against our own or some foreiga Gov- 
ernment. Among the latter is one—revalled to 
mind by the death of Commodore Jous D. Dax- 
furs, and the probability ofan early settlement of 
American claims upon New-Granada—the facts of 
which will be.read. with interest. _ In the years 
1820 and 1821, during the revolutionary troubles 
of South America, re ee at Cur. 
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
